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INDIANA UTILITY REGULATORY COMMISSION APPROVES EMERGENCY (INTERIM?)
ADJUSTMENT FOR MARTINSVILLE WATER

Today, the Indiana Utility Regulatory Commission approved a settlement agreement between
the City of Martinsville and Office of Indiana Utility Consumer Counselor for an emergency rate
adjustment on an interim basis. The 20.8-percent increase approved is less than the 30-percent
the city requested.

In Cause No. 42676, the Commissioners agree that the settlement provides the city with the
funds necessary to meet the immediate daily operating requirements outlined in its emergency
request, while the Commission considers evidence presented in a permanent rate case.
